2M P U 
The Elsenhower administration 
Is expected to bnild its farm aid 
programs largely around efforts 
to broaden markets at home and 
abroad. 
This became apparent Tuesday 
with President-elect Eisenhower's 
selection of Esra T. Benson of 
Salt Lake City to be secretary of 


agriculture to succeed Charles 
F. Brannan, a controversial fig­ 
ure in the Truman official fam- 
My. 
Benson is a trained specialist 
in agricultural marketing, and as 
such believes farmers would need 
less federal aid if they did a 
better job of marketing their pro­

ducts. 
Benson's designation fits into a 
long-standing Republican conten­ 
tion that farm programs of the 
Roosevelt • Truman 
administra­ 
tions depended too heavily upon 
production controls and subsidies 
to hold up farm prices. 
Republicans have promised to 
continue farm price support pro­ 


grams, but they argue that need 
for them would be greatly les­ 
sened if new markets and out­ 
lets for farm surpluses could be 
developed. 
Benson said in New York Mon­ 
day he agreed with Eisenhower's 
farm policy statements and the 
GOP party platform on the sub­ 


ject, but he declined to discuss 
specific programs except to say 
he favored some price supports. 
Eisenhower pulled something of 
a surprise on farm leaders in se­ 
lecting Benson, who had not been 
prominently mentioned for the 
post. 
Benson headed one nf the ma­ 
jor national organizations, the 


National Council of Farmer Co­ 
operatives, 
between 
1939 
and 
1914. but that was at a time when 
agriculture was faced more with 
the problem of producing enough 
for war neeis rather than a prob­ 
lem of over-production. 
He left the co-operative coun­ 
cil post in 1944 to become an 


apostle for the Mormon church. 
Benson is expected to: 
1. Place great emphasis on use 
of the co operative idea in at­ 
tacking farm problems of pro­ 
duction and marketing. 
2. Urge farmers to follow a 
practice of depending more on 
local self-help and less on feder­ 
al aid.

In replies to other questions, 
Maybank said this- would be done

the Republican-dominated Con­ 
gress takes over Jan. 3. 
Woods told reporters the present 
controls law “ is weak and must 
undergo a very serious overhaul­ 
ing by the Congress to take out 
some of the special-interest amend­ 
ments and substitute more equality 
of sacrifice among all elements 
of the economy.” 
He said that “ it seems all I’ve 
done since taking this job is to sign 
orders for price increases and I 
haven’t enjoyed the role.” 
Before leaving the Office of Price 
Stabilization this weekend, Woods 
said, he hopes to: 
1. Decide, probably Wednes­ 
day, whether retail beef ceilings 
can be roiled back in keeping 
with lower prices now being paid 
farmers for live cattle. 
He said he expects final recom­ 
mendations from his staff Tuesday 
as to whether this js feasible. He 
said preliminary checks show most 
declines in live cattle prices are on 
low-grade animals rather than on 
choice livestock which provide a

Airman Held 
In Plot To 
Sell Secrets

Sgt. 
Guiseppe Cascio, swarthy veteran 
of nine years in the U. S. Air Force 
Tuesday was charged with conspir­ 
ing to sell secret information on 
America’s top jet plane in Korea 
to the enemy. 
The Air Force announcement did 
not identify the enemy. Presumab­ 
ly it referred to the Communists. 
An Air Force officer said the 
secret information was contained 
in films of the souped-up F86E jet 
fighter, which has racked up an 8-1 
victory margin over Russian-made 
M)gl5s in Korean air battles. 
Cascio, 34, was a photographic 
laboratory technician with the 49th 
Air Base Group. He doubled as a 
photographer and handy man. 
The Air Force said Cascio ob­ 
tained the secret information from 
Sgt. John P. Jones of Manchester, 
Mass. Jones was attached to the 
Far East Air Forces Headquarters 
Squadron in Tokyo. 
Jones and Cascio were arrested 
Sept 21. A medical board later de­ 
clared Jones insane and he was 
shipped back to the U. S. No court 
martial charges have been filed 
against him. Cascio, if convicted, 
could be sentenced to life imprison­ 
ment. No date or place for his 
court martial trial has been set.

The assistant can make recom­ 
mendations, and 
in

normal 
course of events he has more op­ 
portunity to make them than any­ 
one else Consequently the job as 
assistant to the President is much 
sought after in Washington.

THE STATEMENT, which ap­ 
peared to rule out acceptance of a 
truce worked out by the UN Gen­ 
eral Assembly or the Unified Com­ 
mand, was made on the eve of a 
scheduled trip to Korea by Presi­ 
dent-elect Eisenhower. 
In a speech to the UN’s Politi­ 
cal Committee, South Korea’s chief 
observer said the only end to the 
war which his government could 
accept was the liberation of all 
Korea and the creation of an inter­ 
national demilitarized zone in Man­ 
churia to protect the border. 
He denounced all resolutions 
now before the committee fer 
ending the Korean conflict* The 
statement

three ways: 
1. It reiterated the position that 
the disputed prisoners-of-war, who 
the Communists say must be sent 
home, are considered by the Pu­

freedom to worship; and the con­ 
fidence in each other. 
This threefold 
faith 
has held 
Americans

three centuries 
and will hold for much longer if 
necessary if we follow that sim ­ 
ple formula of religious freedom.

prayers 
in 
furthering 
this desire be 
equally 
tolerant, 
equally fervent and equally po­ 
tent as the Thanksgiving prayer 
on this day in the year 1620. May 
this America be a symbol an 1 a 
beacon for the distraught in other 
lands, a symbol of freedom as it 
has ever been.

For those who arb upset by a 
feeling that things aren’t what they 
used to be, the National Safety 
Council has this reassuring word:

In fact, the Council is able to 
report that odd accidents n o t 
only are continuing to happen, 
but they are happening in t h e 
same old ways. 
The Council’s annual roundup of 
freak squeaks shows that in 1952 
animals were still shooting people 
and causing traffic c r a s h e s . . . 
folks still were falling fantastic dis­ 
tances out of windows and down 
cliffs and walking away from the 
accidents. • .and 
safety 
experts 
were still getting hurt doing what 
S they tell other people not to do. 
For example: 
Julius 
Monroe 
was 
awakened 
from his sleep in Baltimore, Md., 
by a sharp pain in his right hand. 


HE LOOKED over to a chair, and 
there was his pet rabbit moodily 
staring down the sights of a .22 cal­ 
iber rifle. Monroe charitably fig­ 
ures the rabbit hit the trigger ac­ 
cidentally. 
^ 
But a pig in Lueneburg, G e r ­ 
many, had a clear motive of self 
defense for shooting a butcher who 
was trying to kill it. As the butcher 
knelt beside the pig to finish load­ 
ing his gun, the pig sprung up and 
struck the trigger with a hind leg. 
The butcher was shot through the 
knee. 
You can imagine the surprise of 
Mr. and Mrs. Milo R. Ewing of 
Denver when a 1300-pound cow 
^ landed, kerplunk, on the roof of 
* their car as they drove along. 
The bovine bombshell had es­ 
caped from the stockyards and, 
fleeing from two cowboys, leaped 
off an overpass onto the Ewing 
car. Casualties: one dead cow, 
two frightened and 
hanged-up 
people and a badly battered car. 
Each year a bumblebee cracks 
up an auto—not by driving it, but 
by buzzing the driver. This year it 
- happened in Elko, Nev., and the 
* victims were Rudolph Kosic, h i s 
wife and his mother. 
Kosic, did what came naturally 
when the bee flew in. He swung at 
the intruder, forgot to steer and 
the car turned over three times. 
But while rabbits and pigs and 
bees were causing accidents, a dog 
saved a child from serious injuries 
in a five-story fall. 
Six-year-old L o u i s De Rosa 
slipped while playing in a hallway 
e o f his famly apartm ent 
in New 
York City and fell down a stairwell. 
• • • 
FIVE FLOORS below he landed 
on the back of a German Shepherd 
dog named Price. Neither dog nor 
boy was hurt badly. 
But the champion distance faller 
In 1952 was 10-year-old Kenneth 
Wright Jr. of Compton, (’alif. Ken­ 
ny was playing on top of a 1,500- 
foot cliff near Lake Arrowhead 
♦^.w'hen he slipped. 
He fell 200 feet virtually straight 
down, landed on a nearly vertical 
rockslide, rolled and tumbled down 
the slide for 1,000 feet, then took 
another long drop and roll before 
reaching the foot of the cliff. He 


didn’t break a bone, a real hardy 
kid. 
Here’s a tip for aggressive 
automobiles: when you hit J o e 
Strauss’ car, duck! For it hits 
back* 
The Strauss car was struck as it 
made a left turn in Indianapolis It 
rolled with the punch into the path 
of another car. This second impact 
sent the Strauss car around in a 
full circle, and it crashed resound­ 
ingly into the rear of the auto 
which had struck it in the first 
place. 
A cheering note in the generally 
grim traffic situation is a noticea­ 
ble trend toward hardier pedes­ 
trians.

More Teeth and Tonsils Saved 
fty HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
DOCTORS to day are no t so 
ready to remo v e the teeth o r to n­ 
sils to cu re diseases in so me o ther 
part o f the bo dy . W ith newer 
drugs and dental metho ds, they 
prefer to try to cu re the infectio n 
and eav e the to o th when po ssible. 
I am su re y o u kno w o f 
peo ple 
who had teeth ex tracted to re­ 
liev e their rheu m atism —o r per­ 
haps it was kidney tro u ble o r 
so me o ther disease. Perhaps they 
to ld y o u they felt mu ch better 
afterwards, and were su re th a t 
their tro u bles all came fro m their 
infected teeth. 
Fo cal Infectio n 
No t many y ears ago a nu m ber 
o f do cto rs were also co nv inced o f 
this—th a t infected teeth po u red 
germs o r po iso ns into the sy stem, 
cau sing disease in different parts 
o f the bo dy . This was called fo cal 
Infectio n. The to nsils, appendix , 
o r gallbladder were tho u ght to be 
o ther po ssible infectio n centers. 
It was ev en co mmo n to remo v e 
the teeth o r to nsils in certain 
cases when no o ther cau se o f the 
disease co u ld be fo u nd. In so me 
o f these diseases the real cau se 
was u nkno wn, bu t the treatm ent 
was tho u ght to remo v e the po ssi­ 
bility o f fo cal infectio n. 
W o u ldn't Be Missed 
The teeth and to nsils were the 
fo ci mo et o ften remo v ed, perhaps 
because they were the easiest to 
get to , and wo u ld no t be missed 
to o much in these day s o f false 
teeth. 
Mo re recently , do cto rs hav e 
been impressed by the lack o f 
real pro o f th at a lo cal infectio n 
can cau se a sy stemic disease. The 


germs respo nsible fo r a nu m ber 
o f these diseases are u nkno wn. 
Mo re carefu l stu dies hav e also 
sho wn th at many peo ple su ffer­ 
ing fro m sy stemic diseases co n­ 
tinu e to su ffer ev en after the 
teeth o r to nsils are remo v ed. 
Occasio nally , patients do im ­ 
pro v e, bu t the beneficial effects 
seem to be o u tweighed by the fact 
th at many do no t sho w any 
change at all, while o thers sho w 
harm fu l effects. 
Impro v ed General Health 
Many times a su spected lo cu s 
o f infectio n, su ch as infected 
gu ms, clears u p after the perso n 
is cu red o f his disease. Or perhaps 
impro v ed hy giene and cleanli­ 
ness and a mo re no u rishing diet 
may impro v e his general health 
and clear u p the m o u th infectio n 
at the same time. 
Of co u rse, there are still times 
when infected teeth o r to nsils 
hav e to be remo v ed, bu t this is 
u su ally becau se o f the infectio n 
itself. Many do cto rs no w believ e 
th a t the teeth o r to nsils sho u ld 
no t be remo v ed in ho pe o f cu ring 
so me disease o f the bo dy , witho u t 
pro o f 
that the disease is definite­ 
ly cau sed by either o f these.

AT THE FULCRUM 
SOUTHERN DEMOCRATS will play a 
familiar role when the 83rd Congress is or­ 
ganized next January—that of coalition 
swing men in league with Republicans. As 
the teeter-totter of congressional control 
edges toward the Republican side. South­ 
ern Democratic Representatives and Sena­ 
tors still find thmeselves at the all-essential 
fulcrum. 
This time, instead of acting as a brake on 
an executive department bent on didoes, 
they will apply their leverage as a con­ 
structive force. 
From various responsible Democratic 
sources come assurances that President­ 
elect Eisenhower can count on Southern 
Democratic congressional support. Most 
recent spokesmen to make the point are 
Senator Mavbank and Governor Byrnes of 
South Carolina. 
Byrnes goes so far as to describe Eisen­ 
hower's showing in the Southern states as 
the definite genesis of a second party cast 
along Southern Democratic lines. For the 
present what appeals to Southerners is 
Eisenhower’s proven adeptness at com­ 
promising different views. After their ex­ 
perience of the recent past they will appre­ 
ciate a team man. 
On issues also the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration and Democrats from the South 
should get along well, Southerners can be 
expected to flock to Eisenhower’s middle- 
of-the road domestic policies.

Of the various names that had been sug­ 
gested for secretary of state, only John 
Foster Dulles has had any Far Eastern as 
well as 
European 
experience. 
He has 
known Far Eastern affairs intimately and 
for a long time. Co-author with Senator 
Vandenberg of the so-called bi-partisan 
foreign policy, he entered the State Depart­ 
ment as a Republican, only to be disillu­ 
sioned by the policies and practices of the 
Democrats, who usually acted first a n d 
consulted afterwards. He was an important 
factor at the San Francisco Conference 
where the Charter of the United Nations 
was written. He arranged the Japanese 
Peace Treaty and tried to establish an 
Asiatic alliance which would have included 
Formosa. 
John Foster Dulles’s grandfather, John 
VV. Foster, was Secretary of State in the 
Administration of President Benjamin Har­ 
rison. His uncle. Robert Lansing, was Sec­ 
retary of State under Woodrow Wilson. His 
brother, Allen Dulles, was active in t h e 
OSS. particularly in the efforts to shorten 
the war by revolution in Germany against 
Hitler; he is now the number two man in 
the Central Intelligence Agency. 
Dulles will bring to the State Department 
not only a broad personal experience but a 
frmily tradition of international relations 
based upon the assumption that America 
must not be sacrificed. His view, often writ­ 
ten and spoken, must have the full support 
of General Eisenhower who is not buying a 
pig in a poke. In fact, with the exception 
of Herbert Hoover, no Republican has so 
often presented his party’s position, which, 
while never isolationistic, has also never 
been so internationalistic that America is 
to be regarded as nothing more than a fat 
cow to be milked until dry. 
While commitments made since 1938 can­ 
not be abandoned, it may, with some confi­ 
dence, be expected that policies will be re­ 
appraised and put on a more realistic basis 
! in which the survival of the United States, 
as a great power, will not be subordinated 
to the necessities of all other countries 
without regard to our own. 
General Eisenhower’s appointments thus 
far represent not so much political appor­ 
tionment as a regard for efficient opera­ 
tions. C. E. Wilson, of General Motors — 
who must be identified in this manner to 
distinguish him from the C. E. Wilson of 
General Electric—will bring to the Depart­ 
ment of Defense the capacity for organiza­ 
tion and production which that department 
has not had since it was founded.

I arn sure you know of people 
who had te e th ex tracted to re ­ 
lieve th e ir rh eu m atism —o r p er­ 
haps it was kidney trouble or 
som e o th er disease.

told you they felt m uch b etter!

th e ir troubles all cam e from their 
infected teeth. 


Focal Infection 
Not m any years ago a num ber 
of doctors were also convinced of 
this— th a t infected te e th poured 
germ s or poisons into th e system , 
causing disease in d ifferent p arts 
of th e body. T his was called focal 
Infection. T he tonsils, appendix, 
or gallbladder were th o u g h t to be 
o th er possible infection centers. 
It was even com m on to rem ove 
th e teeth or tonsils in certain 
cases w hen no o th e r cause of the 
disease could be found. In some 
of these diseases th e real cause 
was unknow n, but th e tre a tm e n t 
was th o u g h t to rem ove th e possi­ 
bility of focal infection. 


W ouldn’t Be Missed 
T he teeth an d tonsils were the

Congressman Wilbur Mills, of Ai 
kansas’ 2nd District, addressed our 
Kiwanis Club last week and he put 
his finger on an economic problem 
which could cause great hardship, 
the 
problem 
of 
unem ploym ent 
which he foresees when the huge 
governm ent expenditures for a rm a­ 
m ents slacken off. 
He is one of our best inform ed 
Congressmen on fiscal affairs due 
to his long service on the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
He frankly said he didn't have a 
quick and easy solution to offer for 
the problem. 
Sometime in 1954. Congressm an 
Mills observed, a substantial por­ 
tion of the nation’s steel production 
which now is going into arm am ents 
will be available for civilian m a r­ 
kets and. he expects, the civilian 
m arkets will not have sufficient de­ 
m and to keep the steel mills oper­ 
ating at full capacity as they are 
now doing. 
Thus some of the steel mills will 
be obliged to cut their work force. 
Such unemployment in the b a s i c 
steel industry could be dangerous 
to our economy if it should spread 
to other 
areas of the 
business 
world, the Congressman reasons. 
* w • 
AT PRESENT, 50 per cent of the 
nation’s record-breaking steel pro­ 
duction is going into the arm am ent 
program . Steel production has been 
expanding gradually as n e e d e d 
over the past 50 years. The ra te 
of expansion was sharply increased 
during World W ar II. 
A num ber 
of 
com panies 
con­ 
tinued norm al expansion after the 
w ar. Then cam e the Korean w ar, 
and expansion again was speeded 
up. 
Some governm ent executives and 
econom ists 
have 
constantly 
de­ 
m anded a bigger expansion in the 
steel industry than has occurred, 
even threatening to build govern­ 
m ent steel plants. 
Steel industry leaders have 
re ­ 
sisted the “ splurge” type of expan 
sion, warning that it could lead to 
a far greater capacity than the na­ 
tion norm ally could use. 
Their advice to the governm ent 
arm am ent 
bosses 
was 
to cut 
down on the volume of s t e e l 
going 
into 
civilian 
channels, 
when w ar production is really u r­ 
gent, instead of rushing through 
production expansion th at m ight 
soon becom e idle and thus pose 
an economic 
problem . It was 
sound advice. 
We certainly could expect an eco­ 
nom ic recession of dangerous po­ 
tential if the entire multi-billion de­ 
fense spending w ere to end all at 
once next Jan u ary , or the next. 
As C ongressm an 
Mills pointed 
out, about $6 billion of the present 
$80 billion Federal budget is being 
spent on the K orean w ar and about 
$50 billion on getting ready for any 
possible future w ar. With such vast 
am ounts in circulation everybody 
tem porarily benefits. 
If such spending w ere to be sud­ 
denly cut off, com m erce would be 
staggered and everybody w o u l d 
feel the result. 
On the other hand if the big gov­ 
ernm ent spending could be reduced 
gradually over a period of years 
the transition from a w ar produc­ 
tion economy to a peacetim e one 
shouldn’t cause a drastic change in 
the economy. 
We would feel it—yes. M o n e y 
wouldn’t be quite so plentiful. 
• 
• m 
TH ER E WOULD likely be some 
tem porary unem ploym ent and bus­ 
iness dislocations. But if govern­ 
m ent under the new adm inistration 


would give solid encouragem ent to 
private enterprise, and thus estab­ 
lish a prom ising outlook for anyone 
who wants to go into business or 
expand his present business, a n y 
slack in progress would be s h o r t 
lived. 
The economy as a whole would 
very soon be sounder and m ore dy­ 
nam ic than it has been in m any 
: years.

Governm ent in America today is 


j spending more than 32 per cent of 
| all the money being spent. It thus 


i is an overwhelmingly decisive force 
| in the com m erce of our country. 
| In 1930 less than 5 per cent of all 


j money being spent 
was

and only about 12 per cent by coun­ 
ty. state, and Federal governm ents 
combined. 
In 1940 about 11 per cent of the

OUR NATIONAL traffic jam is 
the 
targ et of 
Project-A dequate 
Roads. Forty m ajor organizations, 
in turn including 1,200 others, are 
joined together in PAR to fight 
for a highway construction pro­ 
gram aimed a t bringing the na­ 
tion’s road netw ork up to date. 
T hirty y e a r s ago m otorized 
America got to work on road build­ 
ing w ith the slogan, “Get Us Out 
of the Mud.” The results m ight 
have been currently adequate, but 
today they leave us in a jam which 
inspires PAR’S slogan, “Get U s 
O ut of the Muddle.” 
During the whole of 1951, says 
Vice President B. E. Hutchinson 
of the Chrysler corporation, the 
total num ber of new roads con­ 
structed 
in 
the 
entire 
United 
States did 
not provide 
enough 
space to park all of the new cars 
produced th a t year. 
The crisis of neglected highways, 
stressed by Vice President Albert 
Bradley of General Motors, grows 
faster than even his own expert 
computations. 
In 1946, he estim ated 45,000,000 
m otor vehicles by 1960. Bradley’s 
prediction missed by 10 years—we 
had th a t num ber in 1950. He esti­ 
m ated 
again 
on 
53,000,000 
by 
1960. This time Bradley was off 
by seven years. America, with 76 
per cent of the world’s m otor ve­ 
hicles, has 53,000,000 In 1952. 
Another source, the President’s 
M aterials Policy commission, offers 
as a long range estim ate th a t by 
1975 our m otor vehicles will hit 
the 86,000,000 m ark.

THAT will be one vehicle for each 
2*4 Americans over 14, compared 
w ith 1950’s one for each three per­ 
sons. Still the national ability to 
absorb 
autom otive

tinues boundless. 
Looking ahead 
only to 1953, General M otors Vice 
President Harlow T. Curtice ex­ 
pects a 6,000,000-car year, with 
probably 1,200.000 trucks. In fu­ 
ture years he sees 8,000,000-car 
years. 
Roads constructed in the build­ 
ing boom of the 1920’s, and there 
has been no g reat boom since 
then, were aimed a t the traffic 
volume of the era—not for today’s 
higher speeds and trucks. 


Two scenes in the nation's capital, a quarter of a century apart, sym­ 
bolise our growing traffic muddle, now under attack by Pro|act- 
Adequate Road*. Tha cars on Pennsylvania avenua are part of the 
53,000,000 jamming our streets and roads, planned far traffic of 1920s. 


This is where our present m ud­ 
dle arises. In term s of the 1941 
dollar, annual highway expendi­ 
tures for 1939-41 averaged $2.5 
billions. 
The same expenditures 
for 1949-51, 10 years later, were 
only $2.3 billions. 
W ith a 10-year increase of 20,- 
000,000 vehicles, more than one- 
half of our driving is on only 75,- 
000 miles of city streets, and only 
one per cent of our highway sys­ 
tem carries 20 per cent of all 
traffic. 
Such traffic jam factors inspire 
PA R ’s campaign of alleviation de­ 
signed to avoid the obvious th reat 
of a car-minded nation becoming 
immobilized. 
The goal of more and better 


roads would likewise m aterially 
reduce deaths and injuries, and 
bring economic savings to millions. 
On better roads, it will cost less 
per mile to run a car; fewer acci­ 
dents 
mean 
fewer repair 
bills, 
lower insurance rates and lower 
coat for everything moving by 
truck. 
Project-Adequate Roads, seeking 
for better roads on national and 
local levels, believes th a t everyone 
commercially or professionally con­ 
cerned with traffic is aw are th a t 
the tim e has come for such a cam ­ 
paign. PAR goes on the theory 
th a t the public is ahead of the 
politicians and engineers, with the 
people wanting good roads and be­ 
ing willing to pay for them .

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City Health Director Favors Definite Action On Dump Issue 


Leist Warns 
He's Already 
Offered Plan 


Refuse Spot, Storm 
Center, May Soon 
Be M o red Again 


C. O. Leist, city health and safe­ 
ty director, pondered Tuesday his 
position atop a steaming city dump 
problem and made no secret of his 
belief that “ somebody better do 
something before it gets 
m u c h 
worse.” 
Leist’s d e p a r t m e n t is the 
branch directly involved in the 
question of what to do with the 
damping grounds that have be­ 
come a target for criticism from 
numerous sources. 
However, he emphasized he has 
already urged an improved g a r ­ 
bage disposal plan for Circleville 
and that “City Council hasn't taken 
any action” on the situation. 
“There isn’t a thing more I can 
do about it at this tim e,” he said, 
“or if there is I surely don’t know 
what it is.” 
Renewed criticism of conditions 
at the dump was recently touched 
off by three developments: 
• * • 


1* A STATE official, visiting here 
to check garbage disposal methods, 
expressed disgust at Circleville’s 
dump and reportedly said he would 
try to close it. 
2. Ralph May, form er Pickaway 
County commissioner, s a i d he 
planned to protest to the present 
commissioners over smoke 
and 
odors arising from the area s e t 
aside for refuse. 
3. Supporters of an anti-rat cam ­ 
paign being readied by the county 
extension service pointed out it 
would be useless for residents near 
the dump to try to eliminate ro­ 
dents when the dump itself “ is 
crawling with them .” 
Leist admitted there is nothing 
fai the present arrangement to 
prevent 
“people 
from 
miles 
around from bringing their gar­ 
bage and damping it on Circle- 
▼file's lot." 
A custodian, employed to watch 
the municipal dump, is responsible 
only for keeping the area leveled 
off and directing the trucks. No 
names or addresses are required 
of haulers who appear and ask per­ 
mission to unload their refuse. 
Leist defended his plan to estab­ 
lish a sanitary-fill disposal setup 


for Circleville at the present dump­ 
ing spot. Critics have claimed the 
area is too small for such & system 
and that, at best, it could only 
lead to “large scale digging that 
could turn the dump into a huge 
and horrible sort of fruit salad.”

UNDER THE sanitary fill-opera- 
tions, a bulldozer would dig long 
trenches into which the r e f u s e 
would be dumped and covered at 
the end of each day. New trenches 
would be dug when needed. 
“ There’s certainly enough room 
out there to work thg sanitary fill 
for at least a year and a half,” 
Leist said, “ and maybe two years. 
And by that time Circleville ought 
to be able to solve this problem.” 
As another temporary measure 
weighed in view of the current crit­ 
icism, Leist said the city is consid­ 
ering an invitation to resume dump­ 
ing on the property of John Neud- 
ing, former service director, near 
the ice house. Leist said Neuding 
had offered use of a part of his 
| land 
for 
this 
purpose 
free 
of 
charge 
“ It’s not far from 
H a r g u s 
i Creek.” 
Leist 
said, 
“ but 
the 
chances of water pollution there 
j shouldn't be nearly as high as 
they seem to think they are in 
: the dump's present location.” 


i 
Leist said the present dump is 
nearly 700 feet 
from the Scioto 
; River, but admitted high water pe­ 
riods could lead to a degree of pol­ 
lution, if not above ground at least 
through the sub-soil. 
Leist underlined his warning that 
use of the Neuding property, if the 
j reported offer is accepted, 
still 
; wouldn’t solve the garbage disposal 
problem for Circleville over a n y 
long period. 
• 
• 
THE CITY official said he has j 
I frequently talked with councilmen 
on the problem. In one instance, I 
he said, he was told “ a good many 
people here are using home gar- ! 
bage disposal units” and that this 
fact should case the matter as a 
city problem. 
“ But the big hitch.” Leist added, 1 
“ is that the city just doesn’t have 
the money for big improvements at 
this time.” 
The municipal dump is on county 
property, but the city is responsible 
for the way the place is m a i n ­ 
tained.

Refuse Spot, Storm 
Center, M ay Soon 
Be Moved Again 


C. O. Leist. city health and safe­ 
ty director, pondered Tuesday his 
position atop a steaming city dump 
problem and made no secret of his 
belief that “somebody 
better 
do 
something before it gets 
m u c h 
worse.” 
Leist’s d e p a r t m e n t is the 
branch directly involved in 
the 
question of what to do with the 
dumping grounds that have 
be­ 
come a target for criticism from 
numerous sources. 
However, he emphasized he has 
already urged an improved 
g a r - 
bage disposal plan for Circleville 
and that “ City Council hasn t taken 
any action” on the situation. 
“There isn’t a thing more I can 
do about it at this tim e,” he said. 
“ or if there is I surely don t know 
what it is ” 
Renewed criticism of conditions 
at the dump was recently touched 
off by three developments:

Leist admitted there is nothing 
in the present 
arrangem ent 
to

A custodian, employed to watch 
the municipal dump, is responsible 
only for keeping the area leveled 
off and directing the trucks. 
No 
names or addresses are required 
of haulers who appear and ask per­ 
mission to unload their refuse. 
Leist defended his plan to estab­ 
lish a sanitary fill disposal 
setup 


for Circleville at the present dump­ 
ing spot. Critics have claimed the 
area is too small for such a system 
and that, at best, it could only 
lead to “ large scale digging 
that 
could turn the dump into a huge 
and horrible sort of fruit salad.”
